We havo n good mrvy, and -wo do not 


appreciate it. As a matter of fact, cas- 
naHics to our uow armorclafls and 
ciuisers have ?aoL been particularly fre- 
quent \vkeu their size arid their number 
aro considered. In this country crvcry 
trivial mischance is caught tip and ex- 
ploited by tho sensational newspapers, 
but nothing is said of similar accidents 
in foreign navies. Bni-.iug tho destruc- 
tion cf Admiral Kirnberly's fleet by the 
Sunioan hurricane in 18S9, which no 
skill 01 foresight could havo prevented, 
oxiv ii:nal scnico for many years has 
been ipnuirkiibly free from really seri- 
ous dibastcis. 


Tbeio ici nothing in onr records to 


compare with tho capsizing of the Brit- 
ish frigate Captain with half a thou- 
paud men in 1870, or tho fatal collision 
of the British ironclads Vanguard and 
lion Duke in 1875, or that of tho Ger- 
man uoiielr.il Kaiser Vulhclin and Gross- 
er Kuri'urst tho year following, -when 
800 men perished, or tho loss of tho 
Britifh training ships Eurydico and At- 
lanta in 1878 and 1880 with 600 offi- 
cers, sailors and apprentice hoys, or the 
sinking of the British flagship Victoria, 
with Admiral Trroii, 22 officers and 
330 sailors, by collision with tho Camp- 
erdowu OH June 22, 1893, in tho Medi- 
terraneau, cr tho wreck of tho Spanish 
cruiser Reiua Kogente, on March 10, 
1805, 
with 420 officers and seamen. 


Tho list of minor accidents to foreign 


naval vessels in the prst few years 
would be too long to enumerate. 
But 


the stranding of tho British ironclads 
Howe and Anson, tho flagship Amphion 
and the cruiser Sultan wero far more 
grave aft'aii'H than any ?uch accidents 
which havo occurred to any of our ov.'n 
heavy vcFtcls withiti this period. \Ve 
havo had onr fair share of troubles, per- 
haps, but no more than that.—Boston 
Journal.

LAFAYETTE'S FAMOUS VISIT. 


There Wan Great Excitement Over His 


Trip to the Putted States.

citemtnt passed over this country when 
Lafayette arrived once more in Amer- 
ica. 
The visit is a historic event; to bc-

During President Monroe's second ad- 
ministration tho United States esteudca 
its invitation to Lafyyetto. lie arrived 
at Stateu Island on Aug. 15 (Sunday), 
1824, 
accompanied by his son, George 


Washington Lafayette, and also by his 
son-in-law. A formal reception took 
placo on tho following day, the firpt 
fruits of tho most abundant harvest of 
welcome which Lafayette was to receive 
during his year of travel through the 
United States. 


"Lafayetto was 67 years old when he 


visited America P.S the nation's guest 
and carried his years lightly. His hefid 
was shaped like (hat of Burns, JIo had 
a, high forehead, long, aquiline uoso 
and a rathur thin face. His hair was 
sandy and quite plentiful. 
His eyes 


wero dark gray, restless and twinkliifg, 
his eyebrows light in color, but heavily 
marked. His mouth was firm, and hie 
lips smiled courteously at tho holiday

The temperature of the week ending

REDUCED KATES. 


A. Concession Made to Nevada Shippers. 


It seems from the following that the 


business representations and requests 
for rates, of Nevada live stock men, 
have been considered and recognized 
by the Southern Pacific Co. It is a 
concession that has been prayed for at 
various times, but the prospects of 
shipments did not seem to warrant any 
reduction of rates. A delegation of 
Nevadaus, however, visited the Com- 
pany's general office last week and 
made a showing that hag brought 
about a satisfactory arrangement be- 
tween shippers and the Company. 


"The Southern Pacific Co., has an- 


nounced a great reduction in its rates 
on cattle and sheep from Nevada to 
eastern points, which goes into effect 
June 14th, and is as follows: Cattle, 
per standard car from Reno to the 
Missouri river and common points, 
$155; Mississippi river and common 
points $177 50; Chicago and common 
points, $195. The same rates apply to 
the shipment of sheep in 
double 


decked cars. The reduced rates are 
expected to result in a great movement 
of cattle and sheep from Nevada dur- 
ing the next few weeks."

They Are to Organize In Every Stnto 


Tor the Next Campaign*

following resolutions 
were 


adopted by the Silvor Conference at 
Chicago: 


"Whereas, It is not the province of 


this committee to anticipate tho action 
of tho National Convention in the 
formation of a platform and declar- 
ation of principles; but, 


"Whereas, In order to preclude any 


basis for either misunderstanding or 
misrepresentation BB to the object of 
the organization, it is prudent to make 
knowu the controlling principle of its 
existence; therefore, be it 


Resolved, that tbo Silver Party of 


the United States favors tho immediate 
establishment of bimetallism by the 
independent action, of 
the United 


States through the free coinage of 
both silver and gold at the ratio of 16 
to 1, and clothing of both metals with 
every attribute of foil money, with the 
right to every debtor to choose which 
coin shall be the basis of payment; 
and, 


"Resolved, That the achievement of 


this great object is deemed by us of 
paramount political importance and 
shall form the controlling motive of 
our polititical action until it is accom. 
plished. 


Your Committee on Plans and Or- 


ganization for the Silver party of the 
United States begs leave to submit 
this, its report: 


"First— We recommend the appoint- 


ment of a National Executive Com- 
mittee of seven members, including 
the National Chairman.to be appointed 
by the Chairman of the National Com- 
mittee. 


"Second — That this committee be 


empowered to take such action as may 
be necessary In order to fill any 
vacancy existing or which may exist at 
any time in the National Committee.

The inter- 
val between tho drop of these two ar- 
matures represents tho time spent by 
tho projectile in traveling ISO feet, 
This time is indicated by the chrono- 
crnph in the laboratory near by. Wires 
run from each screen to tho laboratory, 
which is fitted up with batteries and 
witchboards. 


Tho armature of tho first electro mag- 
jfc is an iron rod about 8 feet long, 
vhich is suspended vertically. This rod 
falls when tho second electro magnet is 
placed a little below tho first, and when 
t is released it, acts aa a knife, and, 
-triking tho side of tho falling rod, 
makes i\ slight mark, The distance of 
this cut or mark from tho end of the rod 
indicates the distance through which 
the rod has dropped while tho projectile 
ia passing from ono screen to another, 
This forms tho unit for Uio calculation 
of tho projectile's velocity in feet per 
second. New explosives and high power 
guns have increased the initial velocity 
of projectiles wonderfully in tho last 
few yeai s. iroji^tlico may VIA expelled 
now with a force that will make thorn 
effective at a range far beyond ordinary 
eyesight— Now York Sun.
